During 
the 
month of 
October 
two 
events 
took 
place 
which are 
very 
encour- 
aging for Redeemer College. 
First of all, the report of the 
Ontario Council on University 
Affairs (OCUA) dealing with 
the question of new private 
universities in Ontario was 
finally completed. This was 
the culmination of over five 
years of waiting for the 
Council to give its advice on 
the so-called Robarts Policy, 
which restricted the 
establishment of new 
institutions granting 
university degrees in Ontario. 
The preliminary draft of the 
report, which was released in 
October of 1989, 
recommended that this policy 
be replaced with a more open 
one which allows for the 
possibility of new private 
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universities, provided they 
meet appropriate academic 
standards. It is expected that 
the final report, which 
remains confidential at this 
time, has maintained this 
position. 


The second event, which 
builds on the first, was the 
selection of Dr. Richard Allen 
as the new Minister of 
Colleges and Universities. It is 
into his hands that this report 
has been delivered, and he 
will shape the direction which 
any change in policy will 
take. Providentially, Dr. Allen 
is from Hamilton and is very 
familiar with Redeemer 
College. He is also supportive 
of our request for a change in 
our degree-granting powers. 
In an interview in the 
Hamilton Spectator shortly 
after assuming his new 
position, Dr. Allen was asked 
about the issue of new private 
universities and responded 
that if the government 
changes the policy, Redeemer 
College, by virtue of its 
membership in the 
Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada 
(AUCC), will be a "front- 


runner" for recognition as a 
new private university in 
Ontario. 


This is the best news we've 
had since 1985, when we 
learned our membership in 
AUCC had been approved! In 
the next few weeks the 
Minister will be reviewing the 
report from OCUA and 
formulating the main 
contours of the new policy. 
Please remember this matter 
in your prayers. It is our hope 
that by the end of the year we 
will find out what shape the 
policy will take and how long 
it will be until our request for 
proper recognition as a 
Christian university in 
Ontario will finally be dealt 
with.
